Rare proofs, including an absolutely stunning, orange-gold 1898 double eagle, PR64 Deep Cameo, PCGS, and one of 
only 75 pieces struck, of which perhaps 35 to 40 examples in all grades survive. 

High-grade rarities, led by an 1893 Isabella quarter, MS68, PCGS, the design of which traces its conception to Mrs. Potter 
Palmer, a Chicago socialite, patron of the arts, and grande dame of the World's Columbian Exposition. Designed as a 
special issue "souvenir" quarter dollar depicting Spain's Queen Isabella, the coin pays homage to the financier of the 
voyages to the New World as well as respecting Susan B. Anthony's insistence that women share representation in the 
administration of the Exposition. 

Finest known specimens, chief among them an 1834 Bechtler five dollar K-17, MS63, NGC, which exists as the finest 
certified example at either of the leading grading services. An important coin to the history of gold mining in Georgia and 
North Carolina, the K-17 features well-struck design elements and a few highlights of green color add to the outstanding 
eye appeal.

AU Sharpness 


10001 1652 Oak Tree Shilling — Planchet Flaw — PCGS Genuine. 
AU Details. Noe-1, W-430, Salmon 1-A, R.3. 70.06 gn. A 
planchet flaw, shaped like a small slice of pie, is noted between 
3 o’clock and 3:30. An alloy impurity at the Boston Mint is the 
likely cause. Nonetheless, a pleasing cream-gray representative that 
boasts glimmers of luster and a consistent strike. The reverse has 
ideal centering. The obverse is slightly misaligned toward 11:30. 
There are no visible marks, though faint hairlines are present near 
XII. Listed on page 39 of the 2014 Guide Book. 

10002 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 
Rays MS61 Brown NGC. N. 13-X, W-6855, R.2. A deep brown 
example of the famous Federally-authorized type. The strike is 
precise and flan imperfections are minor. Marks are absent except 
for a straight line on the obverse dentils at 5 o’clock. Likely from 
the Bank of New York holdings. Listed on page 87 of the 2014 
Guide Booh. PCGS# 883 

10003 (1792-94) Kentucky Token, LANCASTER Edge MS64 Red 
and Brown NGC. Breen-1156, W-8810, R.5. The Lancaster 
variant is much rarer than the usual plain edge W-8800 variety. 
The present fully struck representative retains considerable orange- 
gold color, though each side has glimpses of gunmetal-gray. A blush 
of forest-green is noted near the base of the hand. Listed on page 75 
of the 2014 Guide Book. PCGS# 624 

HALF CENT 

10004 1809/6 9 Over Inverted 9 AU58 PCGS. CAC. C-5, Bo, R.l. A 
nicely struck mahogany-brown near-Mint half cent. The surfaces 
display ample luster. One slender mark left of the O in OF. The 
Manley Die State is intermediate from 1.0 to 2.0 with upper 
dentilation absent. NGC ID# 222N, PCGS# 1126 

LARGE CENTS 

1793 Wreath Cent, XF Details 
Vine and Bars Edge, S-9 


10005 1793 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars — Environmental Damage 
— PCGS Genuine. XF Details. S-9, B-12, R.2. Breen Die State 
VIII with an advanced crack through the final A in AMERICA. 
A lavender-gray example with clear legends and generally smooth 
surfaces. Only moderately granular. Abrasions are minimal, though 
we note a hair-thin mark near the jaw and a small obverse rim nick 
at 8:30. Our EAC grade Fine 15. NGC ID# 223H, PCGS# 1347 


1794 Cent, XF40 
S-57, ‘Button on Cap* Variety 


10006 1794 Head of 1794 XF40 PCGS. S-57, B-55, R.l. This 
attractive, medium Brown example of the S-57 variety displays a 
diagnostic die-lump “button” on the lower corner of the cap. The 
pole end almost touches a dentil, and two parallel depressions 
(“trenches”) run from the lips and nose to the rim, caused by the 
defective die used to strike this variety. On the reverse, the lowest 
berry is embedded in the left bow. A bit of lustrous red appears 
in Liberty’s hair strands. Although a few pinprick-size marks are 
present on the coin and some obverse rim weakness is seen (typical 
for the variety), this appealing large cent shows few distractions.

10007 1794 Head of 1794 — Corrosion — NGC Details. AU. S-44, 
B-33, R.l. The heavy radial die crack from 1 o’clock on the reverse 
confirms the Sheldon pairing. This Liberty Cap cent has only slight 
wear and is devoid of marks, but the dark ebony-brown surfaces are 
evenly granular. Nonetheless, design details are bold. Our EAC 
grade Fine 15. 

10008 1801 — Burnished — NGC Details. AU. S-224, B-13, R.l. 

The glossy deep medium brown surfaces are smooth and perhaps 
unnaturally prooflike. The portrait is well struck and shows only 
trivial wear. Moderately granular on the leaves southwest of the C 
in CENT. Our EAC grade VF25. 

10009 1802 XF40 PCGS. S-237, B-10, R.2. A die crack through the N 
in UNITED helps attribute the Sheldon pairing. A medium brown 
and gunmetal-gray cent with consistent and pleasing sharpness. A 
lens reveals minor marks and occasional verdigris. Our EAC grade 
VF20. NGC ID# 224E, PCGS# 1470 

10010 1804 Restrike MS65 Brown PCGS. Per Breen, this variety was 
privately struck circa 1858 from rusted dies sold by the Mint in 
1833 as scrap metal. The obverse die of 1803 S-261 was altered 
to 1804, then muled with the reverse die of 1820 N-12. The usual 
lapped die state with weakened hair detail. As made aside from rich 
steel-blue and aquamarine toning. Our EAC grade AU58. PCGS#

1814 Large Cent, AU58 
Crosslet 4, S-294, B-l 


10011 1814 Crosslet 4, AU58 PCGS. CAC. S-294, B-l, R.l. The 

economic hardships of the War of 1812 severely limited the 
Philadelphia Mint’s coining activities in 1814- A nominal mintage 
of 357,830 large cents was accomplished, with just two die varieties 
known for the date. This coin represents the S-294 variety, 
identified by the Crosslet 4 in the date. The lightly abraded brown 
surfaces of this attractive near-Mint example retain significant 
amounts of mint luster and a few hints of original red color. Our 
EAC grade XF40.

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10012 1819 Small Date MS64 Brown NGC. N-9, R.l. The late die 
state with minimal dentilation. Faded mint red outlines design 
elements, but the majority of this lustrous near-Gem is medium 
brown. Nicely struck and only lightly abraded. A pleasing Matron 
cent type coin. Our EAC grade AU58. NGC ID# 2254, PCGS#

1822 N-14 Large Cent, Good Details 
Rare Middle Date Variety 



10013 1822 — Damaged — NGC Details. Good. N-14, R.7. The 1822 
N-14 is always an extremely challenging variety for middle date 
large cent collectors, with just nine pieces known at last count. 
A damaged and corroded VG example sold in our January, 2014 
Orlando FUN Signature Auction of the Adam Mervis Large Cent 
Collection, lot 2088, which brought over $5,000.00. 

Rich brown patina covers both sides of this important R.7 
variety. The damage on the coin is mostly confined to the reverse, 
where some sizeable dents exist accompanied by areas of spotty 
corrosion. The obverse shows a few digs and some surface roughness, 
as well as a bulge from one of the reverse dents. To date, the finest 
known example is the Wes Rasmussen coin with a grade of Fine 12 
(2/14). Our EAC grade Fair 2. 

10014 1823/2 — Burnished — NGC Details. AU. N-l, R.2. The 

two 1823-dated Mint varieties are the N-l overdate and the N-2 
normal date. The privately made scrap dies “restrike,” paired with 
an 1813 reverse, completes the very scarce three-coin set. This 
dark brown example has minimal wear, but the obverse displays a 
number of wispy marks and is glossy from an attempt to smooth out 
a field scratch near the chin. Our EAC grade VF25. 

10015 1827 MS62 Brown NGC. N-5, R.2. The later die state with 
a vertical crack left of star 13. The obverse exhibits dark brown 
toning while the reverse shows lighter golden-brown shades. A 
sharply struck cent with mark-free surfaces. Our EAC grade AU55. 
NGC ID# 225H, PCGS# 1651 

10016 1829 Large Letters MS61 Brown NGC. N-2, R.2. The later die 
state with cracks through the first four and last three stars. This 
satiny chocolate-brown and gunmetal-gray Matron Head cent has 
exemplary surfaces and good eye appeal. Our EAC grade AU50. 
NGC ID# 225K, PCGS# 1663 

10017 1834 Large 8, Large Stars, Medium Letters — Improperly 
Cleaned — NGC Details. VF. N-5, High R.4. Only the very 
scarce Newcomb-5 combines the Large 8, Large Stars, and Medium 
Letters attributes, and thus becomes a coveted Guide Book variety. 
The walnut-brown surfaces are coated with fine pinscratches, 
and we note a few areas of moderate granularity. Our EAC grade 
VG8. 

10018 1835 Small 8 and Stars — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. 
XF. N-l 1, High R.4. Far scarcer than the usually encountered 
N-6 die marriage of this Guide Book variety. A fairly late die 
state with a heavy crack on the lower reverse. The reverse die 
apparently shattered prematurely, which explains the relative rarity 
of N-l 1. An attractive olive-brown and steel-gray cent with a small 
lamination between the 35 in the date and a larger lamination near 
star 8. Our EAC grade VF35. 


1839/6 N-l Large Cent, XF Details 
Early Die State, Scarce Overdate 


10019 1839/6 — Environmental Damage — NGC Details. XF. N-l, 
R.3. An oddly shaped 9 was cut to obscure the underdigit 6 on 
an unused 1836 die, which features the Head of 1836 with Plain 
Hair Cords. This example has Environmental Damage, with dark, 
slightly granular surfaces. Deep brown toning covers the fields and 
devices, which offer nice detail despite the surface problems. There 
are no mentionable marks or other distractions other than a small 
dig beneath the 8 in the date. Our EAC grade Fine 12. 


1839 Large Cent, XF45 
Unknown to Newcomb, Rare N-l5 Variety 


10020 1839 Booby Head XF45 NGC. N-15, Low R.6. Although a 
recent discovery in the realm of large cent varieties, the N-15 
die pairing is well-established as the rarest of the 1839 large cent 
varieties, and it is among the rarest of all large cents from 1816 
to 1839. Our archives reveal just three appearances: the Heritage 
Auctions January, 2005 sale of the Helfenstein coin (Unc Details 
NCS) and two examples from our Jules Reiver Collection in 
January, 2006, the finer coin being an AU53 NGC example, which 
realized $9,200.00. Goldberg’s February, 2009 sale featured the 
apparently finest-known example graded MS 62 Brown PCGS. 

This current representative is a well-detailed and attractive 
XF45 coin, with smooth, medium brown surfaces. The N-15 
diagnostics are clear, with the expected reverse die cracks as 
described by Noyes and die wear evident on the outer leaves 
and berries. The obverse die is shared with N-ll, and shows the 
shoulder exposed, long lips with the mouth closed (or nearly so), 
and star 9 recut at the lowest outer point. Few abrasions are seen for 
the assigned grade, with two small, identifying marks on Liberty’s 
chin visible with a glass. This is a rare opportunity for an advanced 
collector to acquire a problem-free and appealing 1839 N-15 cent.

10021 1851 MS65+ Brown PCGS. N-13, R.l. Grellman Die State 
a, “scarce,” with “lines to right from dentils under 51.” Protected 
areas are mahogany-brown, and the portrait and open fields are 
chocolate-brown. Nearly void of marks. Minor mint-made strike¬ 
throughs near the denomination and a spot near the O in OF are 
all that limit the grade.

This is an all-around pleasing representative of the first official 
Flying Eagle cent issue, with an especially bold strike on the eagle.

The telltale 
diagnostics for the variety are bold on the present lot, both the 
sharp upper-right artifact of the corner of an underlying 7 on the 
second 8, and a prominent die dot in the field considerably above 
but about centered horizontally between the date and the eagle, 
as well as vertically between the first 8 and the 5. This near-Gem 
shows attractive, well-struck almond-brown surfaces with a great 
appearance and no mentionable distractions on either side.

The needle-sharp striking definition and fully lustrous 
surfaces are devoid of bothersome handling marks, placing this coin 
solidly at the Gem BU level. Modest, yet appreciable cartwheel 
visual effects are seen as the surfaces rotate under the light, and the 
eye appeal is further enhanced by original, evenly distributed color 
in golden-tan shades.

The obverse is fully struck, and there 
is only slight softness of detail on the reverse. The surfaces of this 
piece are pale honey-gold and show little mellowing of the original 
light color. A couple of small, inconspicuous carbon spots are noted 
—- one on a feather tip and another on the reverse rim at 4:30. 
Necessary for type collectors and certified in a green label holder. 
Just 22 pieces have been graded finer by PCGS (2/14).

10029 1867 MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. The lustrous surfaces of this 
near-Gem also include tiny splashes of attractive toning, among 
them hues of mint-green and lavender. Areas of light clashing 
are present. The 1867 Indian cent is a better date in the series, 
adding to the appeal of this lovely piece.

10030 1870 MS66 Red and Brown NGC. Snow-25. Shallow N in 
ONE. ONE CENT is die doubled, strongest on the E in CENT and 
the right uprights of the Ns.

1872 Indian Cent, MS65 Red and Brown 
Abundant Orange-Red Color 


10031 1872 MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. CAC. Eagle Eye Photo Seal, 
card included. Bold N in ONE. According to Richard Snow in 
the Guide Book of Flying Eagle and Indian Cents, “Aside from the 
1877, this is the toughest date to find today.” Apparently, many of 
the date were melted and most survivors are in lower grades. This 
example displays a generous amount of orange the obverse and 
reverse fields, with the devices toned a purple-brown. The strike is 
strong for the issue on the portrait, headdress, and on the reverse 
wreath, although the numeral 2 in the date is a bit weak. An 
attractive, rare cent in this condition, housed in a first-generation

are unmarked aside from a hair-thin line above the base of the 
shield.

10033 1873 Doubled LIBERTY, Closed 3 — Altered Color — NGC 
Details. Unc. Snow-1, FS-101. Unlike the many doubled dies 
that are most obvious at the margins and scarcely visible at the 
centers, the 1873 Doubled LIBERTY is most obvious at that central 
obverse device and on the profile to a lesser extent. This unworn 
example has excellent detail, though the color, which ranges from 
violet-brown to lemon-gold, is suspect. 

10034 1877 VF20 PCGS. A pleasing mid-grade example of this key 
date. Each side is remarkably free from the abrasions one would 
expect, with bright surfaces exhibiting a two-toned color scheme 
between the recesses and high points.

10035 1877 VF20 NGC. A pleasing VF example of this important key, 
with even wear on the surfaces that leaves all letters in LIBERTY 
legible on close inspection, but not completely intact.

This is the sole MS66 Red and Brown example 
certified by PCGS, with none finer, while NGC has not awarded 
a grade higher than MS65 to a single Red and Brown piece (2/14).

An In-Demand Key Date 



10048 1909-S MS64 Red PCGS. CAC. The 1909-S has the lowest 
mintage (309,000 pieces) of the Indian Head cent series, but the 
survival rate is relatively high owing to it being the last year of 
issue. That said, it is still an important key date, and fully Red 
pieces in the better Mint State grades are in high demand. Orange 
luster envelops this near-Gem. The first couple of feather tips and 
the shield are somewhat soft as typically seen, but all four diamonds 
are sharp.

Only Certified Small Letters B-l Proof 
Recently Discovered in Europe 
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10266 1831 Small Letters PR66 NGC. CAC. B-l, R.8 as a proof. The innovative close collar technology was introduced on the quarter denomination 
in 1831, resulting in coins with beaded borders and a reduced diameter. Because there was no change in weight or composition, the new coins 
used thicker planchets to compensate for the smaller diameter. This caused some problems with striking quality. Chief Engraver William Kneass 
adjusted the design in many small ways in order to achieve the best-possible strike, including removing the motto E PLURIBUS UNUM 
from the reverse. Four obverse and five reverse dies were combined to strike the seven known die varieties of the date. Six varieties were 
classified as B-l through B-6 by Ard Browning in his early series reference and the rare B-7 variety was discovered by later researchers. 

Exactly which dies were used for proof coinage is in some dispute. Walter Breen listed coins of the B-l, B-2, B-4 and B-5 varieties which he 
believed were proof examples in his Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof Coins. Of particular interest to the present description, he noted 
about the Browning 1 variety, “ANS. One or two others reported, not traced.” David Akers challenged Breen’s attribution of the four proof varieties 
in his description of the 1831 proof quarter in lot 1286 of the Pittman catalog, where he stated: 

“Although others feel differently, it is my opinion that the only true Proofs of this date are this B-5 variety. Highly prooflike examples exist 
of other varieties, mostly B-2, and some of these pieces have incorrectly been called Proofs in the past, but they are very different in appear¬ 
ance from the specimens of this variety which have unquestioned Proof status.” 

Akers provided a roster of the seven B-5 proof quarters he was aware of. Since the time of the Pittman sale, third party grading services have 
certified a few specimens of the B-4 variety as proofs, as well as the B-5 coins Akers considered true proofs, seeming to confirm Breen’s assertion, at least 
in part. We believe the present coin is the first example of a B-l 1831 proof quarter to be certified by either of the leading grading services. 

Proof 1831 quarters began appearing at auction as early as the Joseph J. Mickley Collection (W. Elliot Woodward, 10/1867), where 
lot 1710 was a four-piece silver proof set described as, “1831 Four pieces, Half, Quarter, Dime and Half Dime; all brilliant, 
extremely rare.” The lot realized $8.50 to J.N.T. Levick. No study of die varieties had been attempted at the time of the Mickley sale, 
and it is not possible to determine which variety Mickley’s coin represented. Recent sales of the 1831 proof quarter include the 
spectacular PR66 Cameo NGC specimen in lot 3736 of the FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2009), which realized $218,500. 

This magnificent Premium Gem was acquired by a European nobleman during his travels in this country in the mid-19th century. Much like the 
coins in the famous Lord St. Oswald Collection, this piece has been preserved by the nobleman’s family down to the present time. Delicate shades 
of cerulean-blue and greenish-gold toning blanket the pristine surfaces of this delightful specimen. The design elements are sharply detailed in most 
areas, but some stars on the left have incomplete centrils. The fields are deeply reflective, but the toning reduces what would otherwise be bold 
cameo contrast with the frosty design elements. A long reverse die crack extends from the lower leaves through the eagle’s wing and the letters of 
UNITED STATES.

Seal, card included. The obverse is the same as the famous Judd- 
180 Flying Eagle cent, the Snow obverse 2 with a pointed U in 
UNITED. The reverse has an oak wreath with the denomination 
ONE CENT and ornamental shield above. Believed to be a restrike 
mule, as the reverse was probably created in 1858. Thus, these are 
considered a “fantasy pieces.” Nevertheless, these pieces have long 
been considered an integral part of the pattern series and are avidly 
sought after by Flying Eagle and Indian cent collectors as well as 
pattern specialists. 

An exemplary example, this high-end near-Gem exhibits 
gorgeous chestnut-brown color, with splashes of plum and violet 
appearing on the center of the reverse. Strong luster and minimally 
marked surfaces are additional attributes of this attractive piece.

a small role in these plans. The mints at Philadelphia and San 
Francisco were both tasked with producing substantial mintages 
of these gold denominations in 1878, but the Carson City Mint 
concentrated on striking the new Morgan dollars, and only coined 
enough gold to satisfy the needs of the local economy and, of 
course, the demands of depositors. In the end, only 9,054 Liberty 
half eagles were struck, using a single pair of dies. 

Unfortunately, the 1878-CC half eagle was not a well-produced 
issue, and most examples seen are softly struck, with insipid mint 
luster. Few examples were saved by contemporary collectors 
because interest in branch-mint issues was virtually nil before A.G. 
Heaton popularized this collecting discipline in the 1890s. As a 
result, most specimens circulated heavily at the time of issue, and 
show excessive bagmarks and surface flaws, along with considerable 
wear. The 1878-CC was unknown in Mint State grades before 
2001, when NGC certified a single specimen in MS63. Carson City 
specialist Rusty Goe estimates the surviving population at 90-120 
pieces in all grades, with two examples in Uncirculated condition. 

Before 2002 the present coin was owned by Henry S. Lang, a 
collector who assembled a memorable cabinet of Carson City 
coins over a number of years. When Doug Winter compiled his 
Condition Census for the issue in 2001, this coin (conservatively 
graded AU55 at the time) was tied for second-finest known, 
because the MS63 NGC coin had not yet surfaced. Today a few 
more coins have been certified at the near-Mint level, but we 
suspect the population data has been skewed by resubmissions and 
crossovers. This coin should share second, or possibly third, place 
in the list of finest-known examples today. 

The coin offered here is an attractive borderline Uncirculated 
example with a remarkably sharp strike for the issue. The well- 
preserved orange-yellow surfaces show a few accents of lilac and 
are remarkably free of serious distractions.

The dominant school 
of sculpture and architecture in the 19th century was Neoclassicism. 
The roots of Neoclassicism grew from The Grand Tour, a several 
year-long educational and social extension of young noblemen’s 
education. The Grand Tour culminated in what was usually a 
yearlong stay (or more) in Rome, where the young nobleman 
became familiar with the many remnants of Classical antiquity 
liberally scattered throughout the city. After returning home, many 
commissioned copies of Classical works they had seen in Rome, or 
commissioned new Classically-inspired works. 

The early years of Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ life curiously 
paralleled the young noblemen from the 18th century who had 
taken the Grand Tour of the continent. But Saint-Gaudens was 
not of noble birth. He was the son of a shoe maker, and his time 
in Paris and Rome was devoted to the study and production of 
art. His time in Rome was not artistically inspired. Rather he was 
a refuge from Paris after the outbreak of the Franco-Prussian War 
in 1870. While in Rome, he soaked up the Classical works that 
surrounded him, and their influence can clearly be seen on the 
obverse of the High Relief twenty from 1907, with its forward- 
looking, striding figure of Liberty. 

This classic inspiration can clearly be seen in Saint-Gaudens’ 
design for the double eagle in 1907. And this is a wonderfully 
preserved example of what is undoubtedly the most widely known 
of the great sculptor’s works. The surfaces glow with rich, satiny 
mint luster and show just the slightest tinge of reddish patina. The 
strike details are complete on each side, including the Capitol 
building and separation between the letters and rim on the upper 
reverse.

He changed the 
design of his coins frequently, responding to suggestions made by 
his depositors, and the change in weight standard adopted by the 
U.S. Mint in 1834. In all, he issued seven different series of five 
dollar gold coins, with many different die varieties, by 1842.

10911 1893 Isabella Quarter MS68 PCGS. CAC. The Isabella quarter 
dollar traces its conception to a Mrs. Potter Palmer, a Chicago 
socialite, patron of the arts, and grande dame of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. She suggested to the Appropriations 
Committee of the House of Representatives that $10,000 of the 
money earmarked for the Board of Lady Managers of the Exposition 
be given in the form of a special issue of “souvenir” quarter dollars. 
This Board had been formed at the insistence of women’s rights 
advocate Susan B. Anthony, who was determined that women 
should be adequately represented in the administration of the 
Exposition. The Board of Lady Managers took charge of the quarter 
dollar project and stated that the coins were to have female motifs. 
Queen Isabella of Spain, sponsor of Columbus’s voyages to the New 
World, was chosen as the primary image on the coin. A kneeling 
woman with distaff was put on the reverse. 

A law approved March 3, 1893 authorized the production of 
40,000 Isabella quarters. The number minted (including 23 assay 
coins) came to 40,023, of which 15,809 were eventually melted, 
leaving a net distribution of 24,214 pieces. 

Isabella quarters are available through near-Gem, and Gem and 
Premium Gems can be located with patience and searching; MS67s 
are scarce. PCGS and NGC have graded a total of 14 MS68 coins, 
two of which PCGS has graded as MS68+ (1/14). 

Intense luster emanates from both sides, each of which 
displays a medley of soft cobalt-blue, lavender, gold, and gray 
toning. The design elements exhibit razor-sharp definition, and 
close examination reveals no marks on the immaculately preserved 
surfaces.
